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TIONGKONG WAR CHARITIES 
WINDING-UP MEETING. 


AL the City Hall, yestorday evening. 
ander the presidency of H.E. the Offtcer 
Administoring the Goverament, a meet- 
ing of the Genoral Committee of Hong 
kong War Charities was heid to consider 
the winding-up of the organisation in the 
Colony, Those present included the Hon.

DEATH OF OAPT. ROBINSON, 


ViG 
VICTIM OF GERMAN PRISONS. 


Captain William Leefe Robinson, V.0., 
the firat airman to bring down a raiding 
Zeppelin in England, died at his home 
at Stanmore on December.3ist. Influenza, 
following the privatioris he endured as 
@ prisoner-of-war in Germany, put o 
tragic end to the career of the young air- 
man at the moment of bis ‘restoration to 
home and friends and on the eve of his 
marriage. 


It was only on December 14th that 
Captain Robinson reached England from 
captivity. He bére the traces then of the 
close confinement to which, with other 
British officers, he had been subjected by 
the.enemy. ‘His three or four attempts to 
escape were unsuccessful, and finally the 
Germans placed him in a small eel) in 
solitude. | wae : 

The exploit which won Captain ’Robin- 
son the V.C. andi sent one of the greatest 
thrills of the war through all England 
was achicved on the night of September 
2nd, 1916. German airships had 
raiding the east coast and: don itself 
with opparent immunity, till, on that 
night, while flying alone, Lieut. Robinson, 
as he then was, tracked down one of tho 
airships and ‘brought it down in flames 
at Cul cy a few miles out of London, in 
Hertfordshire. Tho flare of the falling 
Zeppelin was seen all over the metropoli- 
tan area. The spontaneous cheer which 
went up from thousands of throats found 
a fresh ocho when the deed was officially 
recognised by the King in the hestowal 
of the V.C. 

HISTORIC SCENE. 

The Daity Expreex was presented with 
the ficld in which the Zeppelin fell by the 
owner, Mra. Kidston, as a site for a 
inonument to commemorate the historic 
event, and the fulfilment of the design to 
which readers of that paper contributed 
generously only awaited the end of the 
War and consultation with Captain
